BLOODSHED IS FEARED. 


Am*«« tifte Oklaboai» Boomen U 
President HanriM»n Delays Bis 
Proclamation nacli 
Ijonyer. 


WICHITA, Kan., March 23.—The lat- 
est reports from Oklahoma Gity state 
that the boomers who have disappeared 
from their claims and are in conceal- 
ment in the woods or Indian reserva- 
tions have returned with the withdraw- 
al of the soldiers. 


Eadi train brings hundreds that have 
been hovering along the border. The 
excitement at Purcell and on the border 
is intense, and big crowds wait around 
the telegraph and newspaper offices to 
hear of President Harrison issuing a 
proclamation. 


The number of boomers is augmented 
by train loads and wagon loads of would 
be settlers and prospectors. They have 
been expecting the proclamation each 
day and when night comes mutterings 
of disappointment and 
denunciation 
are heaid on every 
hand. Gol. 
Grocker, who has labored to hold back 
the invasion, stated: "Should the presi- 
dent delay much longer blood will be 
shed. There are 30,000 white people in 
Ghickasaw nation now to take claims in 
the territory and disappointment has 
followed disappointment until they are 
becoming desperate. 


Prospectors, who have recently ar- 
rived, are taking the names of those who 
have violated the provisions of the bill 
by entering upon land and intend to ap- 
pear against them to defeat them in the 
filing of claims. 


TOPEKA, Kas., March 23.—Kansas is 
about to develop a small Oklahoma ex- 
citement all her own. On the northern 
border of Shawnee county, in which 
Topeka is situated, are the Pottawat- 
omie and Kickapoo Indian reservations, 
eleven miles square, containing 75,000 
acres. 
Gongressman Morrill says he 
has secured the passage of a measure 
which appropriates $5,000 for the pur- 
hose of negotiating with the Indian 
tribes interested. 
This will open for 
settlement nearly 50,000 homesteads and 
will be of inestimable value to the sur- 
rounding counties. 


THE PBOCIIAMATION 
ISSUED. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—The presi- 
dent has signed the Oklahoma procla- 
mation. It is understood that it opens 
the territory to settlement thirty days 
hence. State department officers say 
that the proclamation will not be made 
public to-day.

A Yonnff Man's Breast is Opened and 
Drained of Pus. 


Last Thursday Taylor S. Parks, a 
young man of Marion, was brought to 
this city by his parents to be treated for 
consumption by Dr. J. W. Younge, at 
his medical and surgical institute on 
Galhoun street. The family physician 
had pronounced the case a hopeless one, 
and gave the parents no encourage- 
ment. The young man is reduced to a 
mere skeleton and is unable to walk. 
After Dr. Younge had carefully examin- 
ed the patient, he informed him and his 
parents that it was not a case of con- 
sumption, but an abscess of the right 
lung. This morning the doctor opened 
the chest and evacuated the abscess, 
drawing off a pint of pus. 
He then 
made two openings in the chest, one 
above and the other below, thoroughly 
washed out the cavity, disinfected it 
and inserted a drainage tube, and in- 
formed the young man he would get 
well. This is considered a very delicate 
and critical operation in surgery, but 
the doctor is positive the young man 
will have a restoration of health.

The big Granclin wheat iaviu in Da- 
kota i-omprises about 40,(>!l(l acres, of 
Avhieli l:i,()tlO acres are un ler cultiva- 
tion.

There are used on the fiiriu -l.") gung 
l^lo-^vs, two i)lows in a gang, each i)low 
cutting 14 to 1.') inches. 
There are 
4.") gang harro'W's. 
Th; se are six feet 
Siiuai'c, b it are arnuigt'il together side 
bv side t i Avork '24 I'eet widt\ One 
long evener draws the four, with a pair 
of mull 3 near each end. (-'ne man 
drives both teams. The advantage of 
this system is worthy of notice by other 
farmers. 
It reduces the number of 
men usually required one-half. 
There 
are 44 broadcast 
sowers, twi'wing S 
feet each, but two of tliese are attaclied 
end to end, Avith a sjjan of mules be- 
fore each, and one man drives both 
spans, anotlier saving of half the man 
force. 
There are 75 self-binding har- 
vesters employ» d on the pla e. Modern 
improvenu nts liave so jierfected these 
that only one exj^ert is required for 
the A\ h()le, especially since the expe- 
rienced Avorkmen are ke])t from year to 
year, and they are able to attend to any 
little repairs. 
The harvesters are each 
drawn by three mules, and one and 
one-half to tAVO men are required to 
shock the bundles from each machine. 
The threshers, of Avhieh there are six, 
are quite extensive atlairs, compared 
•with those of former times or Aivith the 
flails or animals on the threshing Moors 
of our boyhood. 
Each one of these 
machines, driven by steam 
iiOAver, 
threshes ottt from 1,000 to l>,000 bush- 
els a day. 
They are set doAvn in the 
center of a hundred acres of shocks, 
and Avhen these a'-e thresheil the ma- 
chines are moA-ed to the cent-r of 
another hundred acres. 
The working 
force on a single thresher forms quit.; a 
little army. 
Thus, there is, tirst, the 
general superintendent, eight bundle 
teams to haul the shocks, Avith drivers 
and eight other men, ])art in the lield 
and part at the machine, as intchcrs 
and loaders. 
At the machine tAvo men 
are required simply to cut the bands. 
There art; three feeders, tAvo at Avork 
and one alternate. 
Tiien tht re are tlie 
engineer, the fireman, tbe Avaterman. 
the "stra-w tucker," A\ho Avith two 
mules and a pole removes the stra-w 
accumulating before the machine, a 
barn man to care for the animals, and 
the cook and his assistant. 
The Avheat 
is received into wooden tanks holding 
100 bushels f ach, and four men -with 
four wagons drawn by four mules each, 
one tank Avagon at the machine and 
three on the road, take the wheat to 
tha elevators. 
Tnis saves bags and 
bagging. 
It will thus be seen that 
tbere is a force of thirty men employed 
to run a single machine.—Ex<-hanje.

for he is working to the end he wishes 
to attain, and there is jiositive moral 
certainty that he will and can reach it. 
How mucli better, then, for every man 
who is within reach of these great and 
good institutions, to connect himself 
therewith and secure his independence, 
and thus feel conscious that his energies 
have not been expended in producing 
an income for the support of another, to 
the exclusion of his own person and 
family."

Suicides. 


The statistics of suicides show that 
the number of them does not greatly in- 
crease year by year. 
In New York, 
from 1870 to 1884, suicides did not in- 
crease as rai)idly as the i)opulation. 
They averaged the first three years of 
this period of fifteen years, 118, in the 
next three years (covering '73, '74, and 
'75), 155; in the next three years UO, 
and in the next three years but 145, 
But in the last three years, '82, '83, and 
'84, all hard years, suicides rose to 196 ; 
but even this is not 50 per cent, greater 
than the hard years, 73, '74, and '75, al- 
though population has risen to this ex- 
tent.

A RICH CHRISTIAN IN CHINA. 
A few of the rich m¿)n among the 
Chinese are Christians, and I visited 
one of the most noted of such at Foo 
Chow. 


Have you ever heard of Foo Chow^ 
No. 
Well,'it is a city bigger than Chicago 
and it is one of the chief tea centers of 
China. 
It lies in the mountains about 
400 miles south of here and it is in what 
is called the Switzerland of China. 
It 
has a bridge of solid granite running 
across the river, which flows by the 
city, 1,200 feet long and containing fifty 
arches. 
thousand ages. 
Its pathway is twelve 
feet wide. 
It is more than 1,000 years 
old, and it is as solid to-day as the 
granite of which it is built. 
The city 
has a wall six miles in circumference, 
and its wholesale fish market is equaled 
by no i)lace. not even Billingsgate in 
London. 
This rich man of Foo Chow 
is known as Ah Hok, 
and he guve 
¿íl(\COO not long ago to foiind a ychool 
or college to teach Chinese boys the 
science and ciilture of 
Christendom. 
He is a Christian himself, and just be- 
fore I arrived in Foo ('how our Bishop 
Fowler of the Methodist church per- 
formed the marriage ceremony which 
united his son with a Chinese maiden. 
The ceremony Avas the Christian cere- 
mony adapted to the Chinese and the 
bishop tells me he had great trouble in 
getting the young lady to say she would 
take this young man to be her wedded 
husband. 
It is Chinese etiquette that 
the bride keep perfectly silent on such 
an occasion and the coy damsel would 
not open her lips. 
The Bishop refuseil 
to go on with the ceremony and the 
young lady 
finally 
compromised 
the 
matter by nodding her head. 
"It was 
not embarrassment," said the bishop to 
me, "that made the girl tongue-tied, foi 
I felt of her hand and it was warm and 
moist as yours or mine. 
Had she been 
troubled it would have been cold and 
clammy. 
She thought it would be im- 
proper to answer and she refused to dc 
so." 
As evidence of the genuineness ol 
Ah Hok's conversion he had long since 
destroyed his idols, and he gave here 
the gold crown which covered the head 
of one of them as a present to Mrs. 
Fowler. 
He is a bright 
a good businei-'s man, and his home is 
one of the most comfortable in China.— 
Lc'ficrfrom

Some of you remember what the 
euch;inter of Scotland said iu the "Lay 
of the Last Minstrel:" 


WonlJst thou view fair :\Ielroao aright, 
Go \ihit ii b}' tho piUo moonlight. 
"Washington Irving describes the An- 
dalusiau moonlight upon the Alhambra 
ruins as amounting to an enchantment. 
My text presents yon Jerusalem iu ruins. 
The tower down. 
The gates down. The 
walls down. 
Everything down. 
Ne- 
hemiah 
on horseback, by moonlight 
looking upon the ruins. While he rides, 
there are some friends on toot goi)ig 
with him, for they do not want the many 
horses to disturb the suspicions of the 
people. 
Tlieso people do not know the 
secret of Nohemiah s heart, but they are 
going as a sort of body guard. 
1 hear 
the clicking hoofs of tho horse on which 
Nehemiah rides, as he guides it this way 
and that, into this gate and out of that, 
winding through that gate amid 
the 
debris of once great Jerusalem. 
Now 
the horse comes to a dead halt at the 
tumbled masonry where he cannot pass. 
Now he shies ott at the charred timbers. 
Now ho comes along where the water 
under the moonlight flashes from the 
mouth of tho brazen dragon after which 
the gate was named. 
Heavy-hearted 
Nehemiah! 
liiding ill and out, now by 
his old home desolated, now by the de- 
iaccd temple, now amid the scars of the 
city that had gone down under the bat- 
tering-ram and conflagration. 
The es- 
corting party knows not what Nobemian 
means. 
Is he getting crazyV 
Have his 
own personal sorrows, added to the sor- 
rows oi the nation, unbalanced his in- 
tellect? 
Tho midnight exploration goes 
on- Nehemiah on horseback rides through 
the first gate, by the tower of the fur- 
naces, by the King's pool, by the dragon 
well, in and out, in and out, until the 
midnight ride is completed, and Nehe- 
miah dismounts from his horse, and to 
the amazed and confounded and 
in- 
merchant ami' credulous body guard, declares the dead 
secret of his beitrt w hen he says, "("ome, 
now, let us build Jerusiilem." 
"What, 
Nehemiah, huve you any moiieyV" "Xo." 
"Have you any kingly authority?" "No." 
"Have you any elo(]ucnco?" "No." 
Yet 
that midniriht, moonli^'ht ride of Nehe- 
miah resulted in tho i,'li>ri()us reliuildiug 
of the city <if Jerusalein. 
I'he iieople 
knew not how the thine; was to be done, 
but with great enthusiasm they cried 
out, "Let us rise up now and build the 
city." 
So)iio people l.uighed and said it 
could not be done. 
Some people wore 
infnriatfd and oti'ered jdiysical violenoe. 
saying the thing should not be done, 
but the workmen vt ont ri;,'ht on, stand- 
ing on tho wall, trowel in one hand, 
sword iu tho other, until the work was 
gloriouslv completed. 
At that 
very 
time, in Greece, Xenophon was writii^g 
a nistory, and Plato was making pki- 
losophy, and Demosthenes was rattliuf; 
his rhetorical thunder, but all of them 
together did not do so much for the 
world as this midnight, moonlight ride 
of praying, courageous, homesick, close- 
mouthed Nehemiah.

some mischief. No. Nehemiah is going 
to rebuild the city, and he is making the 
preliminary exploration.

of conviction, they have seen the ghasti- 
liness of the ruin.

and aggravate the misery of the mid- 
summer heat. 
The 
reason is this: 
Nearly all our ancestors were natives oi 
northern Europe, and we have not yet 
been able to rid ourselves of oiir inher- 
ited northland customs. 
In 
Scotland, 
with its cool summers and wet Avinters, 
an air-tight dwelling may be comfort- 
able the year round; but in some of oui 
central States, that combine the sum- 
mers of Africa with the winters of Nor- 
way, our compact houses doom hs to a 
midsummer 
martyrdom 
that 
often 
becomes a direct cause of disease. 


Here, too, country people have the 
advantage of city dwellers. 
A farm- 
h(mse, surrounded by a grove of leafy 
trees, abounds with shade at the very 
time of the day when 
a cool resting- 
place becomes 
most desirable; 
av.<l 
though the air in the draft of an 
open 
porch may be only 20 degrees coolei 
than the sun-heated atmosphere of tht 
treeless fields, it feels at least 40 de- 
grees cooler. 
The 
streets of a large 
city, on the other band, aggravate that 
heat with the glare of their white walls 
and the heat of a tlKmsand kitchen lires. 
The working-people of our Southern 
manufacturing 
States 
either 
die in 
their })rime or their constitutions some- 
how adapts itself to the yearly repeti- 
tion of a bake-oven term; but 
theii 
children have no refuge but sleep, and 
between May and October their unsat- 
isfied longing after the free forest-life 
of their forefathers can hardly be sur- 
jmssed by any other misery on earth. 
It is a significant fact that the mortal- 
ity of city children under fifteen years 
of age is from 40 to 75 per cenl^ highei 
in summer than in winter.—Dr. Fella 
Oswald.

That is all there is 
about it. 
A man comes to me to talk 
about religion. 
The lirst cpiestion I ask 
him is, "Do you feel yourself to be a 
sinner?" If he says, "Well, I—yes," his 
hesitancy makes me feel that that man 
wants a ride on Nehemiah's horse by 
midnight through the ruins—iu by the 
gate of his affections, out by the <,'ate of 
his will; and before he has got throuf,'h 
with that midnight ride he will drop the 
reins on the horse's neck and will take 
his right hand and smite on his heart 
and say: "God be merciful to me a sin- 
ner;" and before ho has stabled his horse 
he will take his feet out of the stirrups, 
and he will slide down on tho ground, 
and he will kneel, crying, "Have mercy 
on me, O (iod. according to thy loving 
kindness, according unto the multitude 
of thy tender mercies; blot out my trans- 
gn ssions. for I acknowledge luy trans- 
,1,'ressions and uiy sins are ever before 
ithee." Ah, iny friends, you see this is 
not a complimentary gospel. 
That is 
what makes some ^leople so mad. 
It 
comes to a man of a million dollars and 
impenitent in his sins and says, "Vou're 
a pauper. " It comes toa woman of fair- 
est cheek, who has never rejiented. and 
says. "You're a sinner." 
It comes to a 
man pri<ling !iini-elf on his independ- 
ence and says, ' You're bound hand and 
foot liy the devil. ' Jt cnmos to our en- 
tire race and says. "Vou'ro a ruin, a 
.L;hastly ruin, an illimitulde ruin." Satan 
sometimos says to me. "\\'hy do you 
preach that truth? Why don't you preach 
tiie (rdspel witli no repentance in it? 
^\'hy do:i t you Hatter men's hearts so 
that you make theiu feel all right? Why 
don't you iireach a humanitarian gospel 
with no repentance in it, saying 
noth- 
ing about the ruin, talking all the time 
about redemption?" 
I say. "Get thee 
behind me, Satan." 
I would rather lead 
live souls the right way than twenty 
thousand the wrong way. 
The redemp- 
tion of the Gospel is a perfect farce if 
there is no ruin. 
"The whole need not 
a physician, but thej' that are sick." 
"If 
any one. though he be an an'^el from 
Heaven, preach any other gospel than 
this," says the apostle, "let hiin be ac- 
cursed." 
There must be the midnight 
ride iiver the ruins before Jerusalem can 
be built. 
There must be the clicking of 
the hoofs before there can be the ring- 
ing of the trowels.

Again. 
My subject gives me a speci- 
men of busy and triumphant sadness. 
If there was any man iu the world who 
had a right to niojje and give up every- 
thing as lost, it was Nehemiah. 
You 
say. "He was a cup-bearer in the palace 
of Shushan, and it was a grand place. ' 
So it was. 
The hall of that palace was 
two hundred feet s(juare, and the roof 
hovered over thirty-six marble pillars, 
each pillar sixty feet high; and tho in- 
tense blue of the sky, and the deep 
green of the forest foliage, and the 
white of the driven snow, all hung trem- 
bling 
in 
the 
upholstery. 
But, 
my 
friends, you know very well that line 
architecture will net nut down home- 
sickness. 
Yet Nehemiah did not give 
up. 
Then when you see him going 
among these desolated streets, and by 
these dismnutled towers, and by the 
torn up grave of his father, you 
would 
suppose that he would have been dis- 
heartened and that he would have dis- 
mounted from his horse and gone to his 
room and said: "Woe is me! My father's 
gravéis torn up. 
The templo is dis- 
honored. 
The walls are broken down. 
I have no money with which to rebuild. 
I wish I had never been born. 
I wish I 
were dead." Not so says Nehemiah. Al- 
though he had a grief so intense that it 
excited the commentary of his King, yet 
that penniless, expatriated 
Nehemiah 
rouses himself up to rebuild the city. 
He gets his permission of absence. 
Ho 
gets his passports. 
He hastens away to 
Jerusalem. 
By night on horseback he 
rides through the ruins. " He overcomes 
the 
most 
ferocious 
opposition. 
Ho 
arouses the piety and patiotism of tho 
people, and in less than two months, 
namely, in fifty-two days, Jerusalem was 
rebuilt. 
That's what I call busy and 
triumphant sadness. 


My friends, the whole temptation is 
with you, when you have trouble, to do 
just the opposite to the behavior of Ne- 
hemiah, and that is to give up. You saj', 
"I have lost my child and can 
never 
smile again." 
"i'ou say, "I have lost my 
property and I can never repair my for- 
tunes." 
Y'ou say, "I have fallen into 
sin, and I can never start again for a 
new life," If Satan can make you form 
that resolution, and make you keep it, 
he has ruined yoa. 
Trouble is not sent 
to crush you, bnt to arouse you, to ani- 
mate you, to propel you. 
The black- 
smith does not thrust the iron into the 
forge and then blow away with the bel- 
lows, and then bring the hot iron ont 
on the anvil and beat with stroke after 
stroke to ruin the iron, but to prepare it 
for a better use. 
Oh, that the Lord God 
of Nehemiah would rouse upallbroken-

Do you know that in this 
anxious. bustUng day, when everyone is so 
hurried, laymen, deacons, pastors, all. that 
there seems scarcely time to attend to those 
waysido cases; the picture of Jesus stand- 
ing still in the world's throng and stress 
waiting to hear, ready to bless, is the one 
sweet vision our worried wretchedness 
craves? And as he stands, he says to his 
followers, "Call ye him." Christians; in 
the presence of the waitiag Christ, look 
about you. Is there not some blind Bar- 
timaius you can call to the Master? Pause, 
yourself. In the turmoil of life, long enough 
to say to some anxious soul. "Be of good 
comfort, rise, he calleth thee." What if the 
blessed work should tarry jtist because 
your voice is absent.

A RICH CHKIiiTIAy Ilf CHIIfA. 
A few of the rich n?(i5n among the 
Chinese are Christians, and I visited 
one of the most noted of such at Foo 
Chow. 


Have you ever heard of Foo Chow,i# 
No. 
Well,'it is a city bigger than Chicago 
and it is one of the chief tea centers of 
China. 
It lies in the mountains about 
400 miles south of here and it is in what 
is called the Switzerland of China. 
It 
has a l)ridge of wlid granite running 
across the river, which flows by the 
city, 1,200 feet long and containing fifty 
arclies. 
It is called the bridge of ten 
thousand ages. 
Its pathway is twelve 
feet wide. 
It is more than 1,000 years 
old, and it is as solid to-day as the 
granite of which it is built. 
The city 
has a wall six miles in circumference, 
and its wholesale fish market is equaled 
by no place, not even Billingsgate in 
London. 
This rich man of Foo Chow- 
is known as Ah Hok, and he jfa,ve 
810,C00 not long ago to found a ychool 
or college to teach Chine.se boys the 
science and culture of Christendom. 
He is a Christian himself, and just be- 
fore I arrived in Foo (Hiow our Bishop 
Fowler of the Methodist church per- 
formed the marriage ceremony which 
united his son with a Chinese maiden. 
The ceremony Avas the Christian cere- 
mony adai)ted to the Chinese and the 
bishop tells me he had great trouble in 
getting the young lady to say she would 
take this young man to be her wedded 
husband. 
It is Cliinese etiquette that 
the bride keep perfectly silent on such 
an occasion and the coy damsel would 
not open her lips. 
The Bishoj) refused 
to go on with the ceremony and the 
young lady 
finally 
compromised the 
matter by nodding her head. 
"It was 
not embarrassment," said the bishop to 
me, "that made the girl tongue-tied, foi 
I felt of her hand and it was Avarm and 
moist as yours or mine. 
Had she been 
troubled it would have been o l d and 
claunny. 
She thought it would be im- 
proper to answer and she refused to dc 
so." 
As evidence of the genuineiiess ol 
All Hok's conversion he had long since 
destroyed his idols, and lui gave hei'c 
the gold crown whicli covered the head 
of one of th(>m as a present to ]\Irs.

h(mse, surrounded by a g i w e of leafy 
trees, abounds Avith shade at the A-erv 
time f>f the day Avhen a cool resting- 
place becomes 
most desirable; av.d 
though the air in the draft of an open 
porch may be only 20 degrees coolei 
than the sun-heated atmo.sj)here of the 
treeless fields, it feels at least 40 de- 
grees cooler. 
The streets of a large 
city, on the other hand, aggravate that 
heat Avith the glare of their Avliite Avalh 
and the heat of a thousand kitchen fii-es. 
The Avorking-i)enple of our Southern 
manufacturing 
States 
either die in 
their i»rime or their constitutions some- 
hoAv adapts itself to the yearly repeti- 
tion of a bake-oven term; but theii 
children have no refuge but sleep, and 
betAveeu May and October their unsat- 
isfied longing after the free forest-life 
of their forefathers can hardly be sur- 
passed by any other misery on earth. 
It is a significant fact that the mortal- 
ity of city children under 
fifteen 
years 
of age is from 40 to 75 per cent, highei 
in summer than in winter.—Dr. Fel'ui 
Ostcald.

1 hear 
the clicking hoofs of the horse on which 
Nehemiah rides, as he guides it this way 
and that, into this gate and out of that, 
winding through that gate amid the 
debris of once great Jerusalem. Now 
the horse comcs to a dead halt at the 
tumbled masonry where he cannot pass. 
Now he shies oil' at the charrcd timbers. 
Now he comes along where the water 
under the moonlight flashes from the 
mouth of the brazen dragon after which 
the gate was named. 
Heavy-hearted 
Nehemiah! 
Riding ill and out, now by 
his old home desolated, now by the de- 
faced temple, now amid the scars of the 
city that had gone down under the bat- 
tering-ram and conflagration. 
The es- 
corting party knows not what Nehomian 
means. Is he getting crazy':* 
Have his 
own personal sorrows, added to the sor- 
rows of the nation, unbalanced his in- 
tellect? 
The midnight exploration goes 
on. Nehemiah on horseback rides through 
the first gate, by the tower of the lur- 
naccs, by the King's pool, by the dragon 
well, in and out, in and out, until the 
midnight ride is completed, and Nehe- 
miah disDiouiits froju his horse, and to 
the amazed and confounded and in- 
credtilous body guard, declares the dead 
secret of his ]ie:;it wlien he says, "Come, 
now, let us build Jerusalem." 
"^V'llat, 
Nehemiah, hnve you any money?" "No." 
"Have you any kingly authority?" "No." 
"Have you any eloqucucc?" "No." Yet 
tliat inidniiilit. moonlight ride of Nelie- 
miali resulted in the glorious rolfuildiug 
of the city of Jerusalem. The people 
knew not how the thing was to be done, 
but with great enthusiasm they cried 
out, "Let us rise up now and build the 
city." 
Sonic people l.iughod and said it 
could not bo done. 
Some people were 
infuriated and offered jdiysical violence, 
saying the thing should not be done. 
But the worl;nieu wont right on, stand- 
ing on the wall, trowel in one hand, 
sword in the other, until tue work was 
gloriouslv completed.

time, in Greece, Xenophon was writing 
a nistory, and Plato was making pki- 
losophy, and Demosthenes was rattling 
his rhetorical thunder, but all of them 
together did uot do so much for the 
world as this midnight, moonlight ride 
of praying, courageous, homesick, close- 
mouthed Nehemiah.

Then he told the King how that beloved 
Jerusalem was broken down; how that 
his father's tomb had been desecrated; 
how that the temple had been dis- 
honored and dcfaced; how that the 
walls were scattered and broken. " Well," 
says King Artaxerxes, "what do you 
want?" 
"Well," said the cup-bearer 
Nehemiah, "I want to go homo. I want 
to lix up the grave of my father. I want 
to restore the beauty of the temple. I 
want to rebuild the masonry of the city 
wall. 
Besides, I want passports so that 
I shall not be hindered in my journey. 
And besides that," as you will find in 
the context, "I want an order on the 
man who keeps your forest for just so 
much timber as I may need for the re- 
building of the city." "How long shall 
yoa be gone?" said the King. The 
time of absence is arranged. In hot 
haste this seeming adventurer comes 
to 
Jerusalem, 
and 
in 
my 
text 
we find him on horseback, in the mid- 
night, riding around the ruins. It is 
through the spectacles of this scene that 
we discover the ardent attachment of 
Nehemiah for sacred Jerusalem, which 
in all ages has been the type of the 


poor foundation for their religion that 
the first northeast storm of temptation 
blows them down.

Pause, 
yourself, in the turmoil of life, long enough 
to say to some anxious soul. 'Be of good 
comfort, rise, he calletb thee." What if the 
blessed work should tarry jtist because 
your voice is absent

HKCIPES. 


Cocoanut Pies—One cocoanut grated, 
four eggs, one half cup butter, two and 
one-half cups sugar, one pint milk. If 
the desiccated ci>coanut is used take 
two and one-half cups and soak in milk 
two or three hours. 


Creamed 
Potatoes—Cut one pint 
cold boiled potatoes into dice, cover 
with cold milk; 
when hot add one^ 
heaping teaspooiiful flour, moistened 
with a little cold milk; cook ten 
minutes, then add one tablespoonful 
butter, one tablesj)oouful chopped par- 
sley, one-half teasi>oonful salt, and one 
and one-half salt-spoonfuls of pepper. 


Apple Foily—Two eggs, one cup of 
white sugar, three sour baked 
apples, 
vanilla. 
Beat the whites of the egga 
and the sugar together, then add to tiie 
inside of the apples, which should be 
roasted soft; flavor with vanilla; beat 
this to a stiff froth. 
Any kind of jelly 
can be used instead of apple. 


Mashed Potatoes—I'are the potatoes, 
and boil in salted water until tender^' 
then drain and mash fine; add one-haH 
teacupful of melted butter, and salt fc 
taste. 
Mix thoroughly, and serve hot. 


Minced Meat—Four pounds of beef 
boiled tender, one pound suet, two 
pounds raisins, two pounds curranta, 
one pound citron, cut tine, six pounds 
apples, one pound sugar, 
grate the 
rinds of four lemons, and add the juice, 
cloves, cinnamon and nutmegs to taste, 
cider t > moisten them. 


Coffee Cake—t)ne cup of butter, two 
cups of sugar, one cup of strong coffe«^ 
three eggs, half-cup of molasses, on» 
cup water, one cup each raisins and 
currants, one teaspoon cloves, two te»« 
spoons cinnamon, one of allspice, two 
teaspoons baking powder, and flonr t o 
make a stiff batter.

old, and it is ns solid to-day as the 
granite of which it is built. The citj 
has a wall six miles in circumference 
and its wholesale ttsh market is cqitalct 
by no pluce, not even Billingsgate ii 
London. This rich man of Foo Chow 
is known as Ah Hok, and ho gave 
?10,COO not long ago to found a eehoo 
or college to tench Chinese boys the 
science nnd culture of Christendom. 
He is a Christian himself, and just be- 
fore I arrived in Foo Chow our Uislioj 
Fowler of tht) Methodist clmrch per- 
formed tho marriage' ceremony whic i 
united lys sou with a Chinese maiden.
